THE INVESTIGATION OF THE KILL. 
ING OF HARRISON BROWN,

Macon, Ga., July 18,—/Special,|—The investiga: 
tion of the causes that led to the terrible death of 
the negro backman, Harrison Brown, Saturday 
night, was continued by the coroner’s jury this 
morning. Several parties were arrested yesterday 
on suspicion,and a number were held as wit 
nerrer, 

The jury began its work this morning at ten 
o’cleck in the recorder’s courtroom at the city 
hall. , 

George Henry, colored, a porter in §. R. Jaques’ 
wholesale grocery store, was the first witness. He 
admitted thet be was one of themen seenin 
Bicwn’s back on Cotton avenue Satur- 
day night. the other man, whom 
he described ss & young bieck negro, 
be did not know, but thought he would recognize 
him if hethouldsee him. Brown was not drank, 
spd hed teken only one drink. He left Brown’s 
hark at &hortetrect, the other mafi not getting 
cut. 

Henry wes evidently guiltless of the murder, if 
one bad been carmmmitted, and after his testimony 
hed been taken he was discharged. 

William O. Charlton, white, was sworn. 

‘Jam an engineer on the Central railroad.’’ he 
testified. “‘] was driving the engine of the passen- 
ger trein which arrived in Macon Sat- 
urdsy night et forty-five minutes after 
eleven o’clock. When rounding the curve upon 
which Brown’s body was found, I saw an object 
lying on the track. I thoughtit was a hog, and 
said: ‘There goes a‘hog.’ Isupposed that it was 
a bog that hed heen killed by soma, otber train. 
The object on the track was lying in the center. It 
was perfectly motionless. It appeared to be lying 
parallel with the raile. There was notrainup or 
down the road until my train passed. The object 
was on the brick bridge side of the street crossing, 
near the latter. [examined my engine when I 
got into the patsenger shed, and found clots of 
blood on the wheels, I -had no idea that the blood 

‘was that of a human  0being. In Sa- 
vyannah, ] again examined the 
engine, and found pieces of flesh 
on the truck wheels. Could not tell whether or 
not it was the flesh of a human being. My opinion 
is that the man was dead when struck by the en- 
gine. There was no jar. The engine was too 
heavy.’’ 

Isanc Harris, colored, porter at Van Syckel & 
Campbell's, was examined ; 3 

‘“T saw Harrison Brown Saturday night at half- 
past seven o’clock. He was in his hack on Cottor 
avenue, near No. 2’s engine house, He was 
driving down the avenue. I was crossing over to 
First street. I saw a man jump into the hack. 
Heard him and Brown quarreling. Asking ifthey 
were speaking to me, one of them smid: ‘No. 
I am notspeaking to you; I’m kin to him.’ 
Didn’t hear the man that jumped into- the 
hack say, ‘VU kill you before morning.’ Didn't 
see Brown with any money. Never knew Brown 
to be drunk. I went ito Atlanta Sunday morning 
to keep from appearing asa witness against the 
man ltaw jump into the hack, becauselI had had 
some trouble with him abouta wellhe dug for 
me. His name is Green Rickersron,’’ 

Green Rickerson was broughtin and was im- 
mediately identified by Harris. The former was 
then sworn. 

He said that he was a well digger. Got through 
work Saturday at twelve o’clock. Stayed at Johu- 
£0n’s in western part of city until eight o’cloek at 
night, and then went to his-home, which is on 
the Vineville branch near the railroad. Claimed 
that he had not seen Brown ina month, and that 
he stayed at home until ten o’clock yesterday 
morning, when he was arrested. 

Kickerson’s shirt sleeves were examined, and 
bload stains were found on them. 

J. 8. Cherry, white, testified that he lives near

to be Green Rickerson passed hig house with an- 
other negro, Knew it was Rickerson because the 
electric bghtveay by shore full upon him ashe 
passed. Rickerson was in his shirt sleeves, 

Police Officer Jeff Johnson testified that he and 
Police Officer A. Jones arrested Rickerson. When 
they #nocked at the door, Rickerson opened it for 
them. Hesaw them and started towards the back 
door, but wes cut off. He asked permission to 
change his clothes, but, as he didn’t d* it, they 
put the braceletson him and carried him to the 

station house. Beyond his first curious actions, 


Rickerson did not seem to be excited or alarmed. 


Atthis pointin the investigation it- was found 
that two or three important witnesses were absent, 
aud it was decided that the jury should adjourn 
until tomorrow morning at eight o’cleck. Rick- 
erecn was ordered to be detained. 

The evidence already obtained is considered 

sufficient to warrant Rickersen’s being placed in 
jail to await theaction of the superior court, but 
the jury will not rendera verdict until the killing 
bas been thoroughly investigated. As is usual in 
fuch cases, the negroes are very loth to tell what 
they know. 
* The general impression is that Brown was mur- 
dered forhis money, and then placed on the 
track. Tomorrow’s investigation will doubtless 
prove the impression to be correct, 


The Ice Ouestion. 

Macon, Ga, July 13.—[Speciai.}—The publica- 
tion in today’s CoNSTITUTION of the proposed 
Organization of a new ice company in Macon pro- 
voked wide comment. Without attempting to 
investigate the «alleged insolence of the negro 
drivers of ice wagons and the combination to 
keep up the price of the very necessary article 
THE CoNSTITUTION’s correspon¢ent was repeatedly 
spoken toon the subject during today; and in 

every case found a grievance against the dealers. 

One gentleman said that the driver who worked 
his street was in the habit of stopping ia the mid- 
cle of a block and compelling the ice consumers 
to march out to him with buckets or blankets and 
receive their ice at a great inconvenience. 

Another gentleman said that he recently moved 
from One street to another, and yesterday, when 
the fee wagon passed his house, called to the 
driver to stop, . 

“I never suld ice at that house before,” shouted 
the driver, “‘and I can’t stop to do it now.” 

He then drove rapidly away. © 

It is reasonable to suppose that the dealers d> 
not know how their drivers serve, or refuse to 
serve, the public, and perhaps the publication of 
the matter will bring about a reform.

all been good democrats, had helped the in- 
telligent ciasa to control affairs, and he did 
not propose to disturbthem. More harm than 
good wuld come of the mattcr. He did not 
went fenaticism to eternally ding dong the 
demoralizing question about the doors of 
Mecon. 

Mr. Hawkes, of Sumter, wanted unanimous 
coneent to correct a clerical error but Mr. Gus- 
tin objected. 

‘ir. Brandt spoke at considerable length 
ecripst the bill. 
to yote for the bill but after giving a good deal 
of time to it he had decided to oppose it. 
He would present his reasons and 
he believed they would be regarded as suffi- 
cient tor the defeat ofthe bill. He was not 
bide br urd, however, but was seektng light. 
He urged the members not to be guided by 
paselon but to do what they would not be 
ashamed of. He said, the bill was uuconati- 
tutional because it exempts certain counties 
and towre and ‘districts while the constitution 
gays gererel bills must be operative alike on 
all the people. It makes a2 act a crime la 
ope werd end legitimate ia thesdjomming ward. 
He urged the members pot to be carried away 
by the bright emiles and lovely faces in the 
gallanes but to Staud dy their 
autv— not to purchase the bright 
smiles at the cost ot their honor and their oath 
of cfhiee. He said it was fanaticism that caused 
the war snd he urged against being inflaenced 
by the fan: tical side of temperance. He raid 
he belic ved the bill would be the means of ins 
creacir g drunkenness tenfold. The bars would 
be treveterred to the homer. The bill, he 
seid, cught to be termed “The drinking man’s 
friend,’ or “Drinking made easy,” or “Every 
men his own barkeeper.” 

Mr. Pringle spoke at some Jength in favor 
ofthe bill. He said he would not discuss the 
point that was raised egainst its 
Btitutionality, as that duty 
be performed by the ohairman 
the judiciary committee. He would contend 
that the bill was operative alike in all parte 
ofthe stete. It isa bill to prevent the evils 
ofintemperence. Where the evils of intem- 
perarce are already prevented by prohibition 
or high licensethe end sought is already ac- 
Compiished. Mr. Pringle read from @ num- 
ber of newspaper clippings te show the crimes 
committed through the use of liquor. He also 
read a number of statements from prohi- 
bition counties showing the good effects of the 
Jaw, aud also read the appeais of the temper- 
ance societies and churches for the local 
option law. He figured out a million 
and ore hundred and seventy-five thous- 
and people who have asked for the 
Jaw. ‘ihe pleople, he said, had asked for the 
law, a: d while he was not goiog to take snap 
judgment by calling the previous question he 
Wes going to call forthe ayes and nays and 
then the people could settle witn their repre- 
Bentatives when they got -home. Pending his 
argument the house adjourned to met today, 
when the dicussion will be resumed. 

Dr. Felton will speak today in favor of the 
bil. lis passege is considered al most certain, 
but it is very ymaterially changed since it 
paseed the senate, and will have a hard fight 
when it gets there again. As it stands now 
the bill is a substitute offered by the temper- 
ance conmittee for the original bill. It is as 
follows, but will be amended considerably, as 
twenty-seven amendments are peading:
